est Haytiaa harbor, vrltac Frank R 
Stockton, MorfAft. «b* pirate, landed 
his oifeu «n4 n«rch«4 toward tlue town, 
but be did uot nuct^ed ia making a se- 
cret attack, as he had hoped.

did not pay two ^eavy ransoms they, 
would be iiarried *way iato slavery, 
and that their town would he burn- 
ed. 


For two weeks tfce pirates waited for 


the unfortunate pfople to go out into 
the Country and flid some of their fel- 
low-citizens who had escaped with a 
portion of their treasure. In those days 
people did not k&cp -their wealth in 
banks as they do now, but every man 
was the custodian of most of-his own 
possessions, and when they fled from 
the visitation of art, enemy they took 
with-them every thing of value that 
they could carry. Before, the citizens 
returned Morgan spade a discovery a 
negro was taken woo was carrying let- 
ters from the Governor ot Santiago, a 
neighboring city to some of "the citi- 
zens of Port-au-Prince telling them 
not to be In too great a hurry to pay 
the ransom, because he was coming 
with a strong fore* to their assistance. 
When Morgan read these letters, he 
changed his mimt and thought it would 
be a wise thing not to stay in that re- 
gion any longer than could be helped. 
So he decided not to wait for the un- 
fortunate citizens to collect the heavy 
ransom he demanded, but told them 
that if they would furnish him wi,th 
five hundred head of cattle, and also 
supply salt and help' prepa're' the meat 
for shipment, he would make no fur- 
ther demands upon them.

doubt before long the Anu.*ric*'n /»eo 
people generally will become as famil 
iar with all the facts of Hawaiian Uf< 
and history as with any porL;on of oui 
country. Although these islands an 
believed to have been inhabited foi 
more than a hundred years tin: turnini 
point in their history was their dis 
covery by the white man more that 
120 years ago. 
The future of thest 


islands will obviously, be of Americai ! 
make. But there is very mucl> that is 
unusually interesting in the origin, the 
soil, the climate, and the natural prod 
uots of these islands as well as in tbt 
occupations and habits of the native 
islanders. The entire group is unques 
tionably the result of a voicaiiic up 
heaval from the ocean bed, and tht 
only original soil of Hawaii was pure 
lava. This volcanic product, throw* 
up by -what was undoubtedly a seriej 
of successions of sub-oceanic, convul- 
sions, took the form at first of vast 
rugged mountain' ranges, which stili 
remain in most impressive form in 
several of the islands. These raass« 
of lava cooled and became a sort ol 
rock which, singularly enough, has no- 
where in it any trace of mineral mat- 
ter. With the single exception of sul- 
phur, mo mineral pubstance has been 
found on Hawaiian soil. These lava 
mountain ranges are rough, broken 
and precipitous, and in many placet 
impassible.

the highest. Manna Lta .and Mauua 
Kea, in Hawaii, rising about 13.00C 
feet: Haleakala's summit, in Maui, is 
10,000 feet above sea level.

Vancouver, B. C., April 14.—Kang You 


Wei. the fugitive Chinese statesman, nas 
arrived here from Victoria, accompa- 
nied by a retinue of Chinese and Japan- 
ese servants. From here Kang will pro- 
ceed ,to London, which place he expects 
to make his home until at least a part 
of the reforms advocated by himself 
have been'brougrht to pass in China.

China will have to put Into operation the 
reforms which I say she needs, or else 
internal dissensions or possibly foreign 
aggression would result ln> the dismem- 
berment of the empire," 


The.reforms.which Kang Is anxious to 


establish for his country are: Repre 
sentative party government, a pystera 
of national banks, slate ownership o't 
mines and railroads, free education, both 


(mentary and advanced, and includ- 


ing .Abe establishment of technical 
schools and government seminaries for 
military and naval training. He 
thinks tnat the silver basia of the Chi- 
nese monetary system has been the 
means of impoverishing the empire to 
the advantage of countries that trade 
there, selling for gold and buying for 
silver.

Mr. Shinu. • that *ven on a small scalt 
the laud can be profitably reclaimed 
in this manner. Of course, if all tht 
farmers would adept the method th? 
reclacaation of tb? alkali lands would 
De much easier a_td cheaper. 


"We ha\e discovered that much can 


be done to neutralize the effect of the 
alkali by mechan,cal treatment of the 
soil. 
By using straw—not manure 


for manure mak^s alkali soil even 
worse—the ground is kept warm and 
the cold alkali is kept from roumg 
the seed. 


"Our experiments with the 'Atriplex 


semi-baccalum,' cr salt bush, have al- 
so proved that even without reclamation, 
alkali lands can j>e made valuable for 
pasturet Within $he last three or four 
years we have distributed at least 1,000 
pounds of the se»d all over the State. 
The salt bush makes a thick growth 
six or seven inches high, and makes 
excellent grazing Jor sheep. The excel- 
lence of the Australian wool is due 
very largely to the abundance of salt 
bush upon which the sheep graze. On 
the karroos of 8*>uth Africa the salt 
bush has been planted for sheep pas- 
ture by several ccmpanies. 


"The planting o^ the salt bush prom- 


ises to establish a new industry in Cal- 
ifornia. Already there is a large de- 
mand for the seed, even from Mexico. 
The bush grows where alfafa will not 
grow, and in many cases, perhaps, it 
will be cheaper to plant it than to at- 
tempt to reclaim the land."

A bill, couched in the dry, formal 


words of a legislative proposition, was 
recently introduced in Congress for the 
purpose of giving u pension to the wid- 
ow of John PhilUpi, That may not in- 
terest you. Bui biick of that bill is tbe 
story of as brave, courageous a deed 
as ever made glorious the record of 
American manboo-j. 


It was John Ph'JHps who rode from 


Fort Phil Kearny to Fort Laramie in 
December, 1&66. &nd savtd the latter 
garrison from matsacre. 


On tbe twenty-Jk-st day of December. 


18*6, Hs^ Phil Kearny, commanded by 
Col. H. B. Carrlnyton. located under 
the shadow of the Big Horn Mountain 
and over 200 miies from the nearest tel- 
egraph line, was the extreme outpost 
in that part of tV* Northwest. 
The 


savage Sioux undzr Red Cloud had 
been hovering in the vicinity of th"e 
post for some time and had been seea 
in large numbers on Tongue River, 
northwest of tbe fort. 


The Indians made attacks on ttie* 


wood train a few miles north of tbe 
fort. A detachment -of troops under 
command of Brev«t-Lieut-CoL Fetter- 
man, including tvo other officers and 
several men and a number of civilians, 
made a dash from the fort for the pur- 
pose of protecting the wood 'train. 
When some four miles from the fort 
they were surrounded by the Indians 
in overwhelming numbers and every 
man of the detachment was killed. 


Years afterward the Indians said that 


the troops were only killed after their 
ammunition was exhausted. 


The triumphant and bloodthirsty 


Sioux were commanded by Red Cloud 
and outnumbered the garrison by 20 
to 1. They surrounded the fort and an 
attack was hourly expected. 


It was Well understood by the garri- 


son that If the Indians were successful 
in taking the fort it meant death for 
each and every one.' Realizing the ter- 
rible fate that awaited them the wo- 
men and children begged piteously to 
be placed in the powder house and 
blown up in case of a successful attack 
from the Indians. 


At this juncture, when brave men felt 


that the only possible hope for the 
garrison was in sending news of their 
beleaguerment to the nearest outside 
post, and not a soldier could be found 
who would brave the attempt to break 
through the savages and ride to the 
nearest outpost, a distance of 225 miles, 
John Phillips, a hardy scout and hunt- 
er, volunteered to take despatches to 
Fort Laramie. Placing a few biscuits 
in his pocket, tying on his saddle a 
small quantity of feed for his mount, 
he quietly left the post at midnight on 
the night succeeding the massacre, and 
by hacd riding, and escaping many per- 
ils on the way he succeeded in reaching 
Fort Laramie five days later. 
The 


country across which lie rode was ab- 
solutely uninhabited by white men, 
and the ground was covered with snow 
from three to five feet in depth. 


His sufferings will never be told. 


The weather was exceedingly cold, the 
thermometer reaching 20 degrees be- 
low zero. When Phillips delivered his 
despatches at Fort Laramie, 
hardy, 


brave frontiersman as he was,' he fell 
in'a dead faint. Immediately upon re- 
ceipt of these despatches troops were 
forwarded from Fort Laramie, and the 
garrison at Fort Phil Kearny was re- 
lieved. For this remarkable act of gal- 
lantry and endurance, which will for- 
ever place John Phillips's name in the 
gallery of heroic men, h* was never in 
any way paid by the general Govern- 
ment. 


In the years immediately following 


this heroic ride, John Phillips was em- 
ployed in various capacities at Govern- 
ment posts. The Sioux1 had sworn that 
they would be'revenged upon him. He 
was cdhtinually hunted and harassed 
by them" because he had rescued from 
their grasp the garrtebn at Fort'Phtl 
Kearny. H« was now broken in health 
by the exposure and strain of liis long 
and perilous ride. One night, feeling 
that his end was near, he called to his 
bedside his wife and child. Taking 
the hand of each, he pulled them near- 
er to him. They beard him faintly 
whisper: "I did the best I could," and 
he was dead. 


Just s*v*aty-*l«h* years ago March 


22. 1820, was fought one of the uioA 
memorable duels m the annals of th« 
United States. 
Commodore 
DiH-jiiur 


and Commodore Barron met on the fa- 
ra! field near !iladi.-nsburjj. near Wash- 
ington, that day. Both participants 
were wounded. Decatur mortally, dying 
within a few hours after the encounter. 
The causes which lod to the ill feeling 
between these two naval heroes have 
never been accurately determined, but 
it Is generally supposed that Dwitur's 
harsh criticism of Barrou on account 
of la* toiler's not returning 
from 


abroad to take part in tlu- war brought 
about the breech. Certain it is that 
Deeatur's words ware repeated to Bar- 
rou, and u correspondence between the

took their places, "that when we- meet 
in another world we shall be better 
friends than we have been in this." 


Decatur Is said te have haughtily re- 


garded his adversary for a moment, 
and then have replied: 


"Sir, I have never been your ene- 


my." 


A moment later the word was given 


and two shots rang out simultaneously. 
Barron fell almost immediately. 
De- 


catur straightened himself, but the 
pistol fell from his grasp and in a mor 
ment he was upon the green sward, 
writhing in agony. He was raised b'y 
bis friends and carried nearer the road; 
where Barron was lying. 


"I wish I bad fallen in the service of 


my 
country," 
Decatur "muttered. 


Whereupon Barron looked up. 


"Everything 
haa 
been cbnducted 


most honorably," he said. 


Then turning his eyes upon Decatur: 
"I am mortally wounded. Commo- 


dore Decatur, I forgive you from the 
bottom of my heart" 


As Decatur was being lifted Into a 


carriage, Brainbridge, whom Decatur 
had once rescued from a Moorish pris- 
on, stooped down and kissed his 
cheek. 


With bis head upon Rodger's shoul- 


der, and in company with a physician, 
Decatur was driven slowly back to the 
city-and carried into bis residence on 
Lafayette Square, where he died a few 
hours afterWa'rd. 


The news of the duel spread like 


wildfire through tbe city., The follow- 
ing day John Randolph offered-consol- 
atary resolutions In Congress, which, 
however, were promptly objected to, 
and the press rigorously denounced the 
practice of dueling. „ 


Barron ultimately recovered' from bla 


Injury, 'but tt is said the memory of 
the fatal duel darkened his life ever 
afterward. He lived until the year 
1851, and had charge of several vessels. 
At hi@ own request he was court-mar- 
tialed upon the charges made against 
him by Decatur aad exonerated. .
